Early Removal Of Hazards 


On Bridges Is Imperative 


It usually takes a serious or fatal accident to 
am atol us to the fact that there are .some things in 
the paths of aufoists which should be removed in 
order to make driving more safe. 
The steel girders, which run the full length of the 
Washington and Fayette street bridges, providing for 
two lane traffic, are two such obstructions. 
To be 
rare, there are others, but two accidents since Christ­ 
mas at one or the other of these spans bring them into 
full focus &.s two of the most dangerous points within 
the city limits. 
Less than a week ago, a Cumberland woman 
narrowly esc aped death when her car struck the end 
of the Washington street bridge divider. 
A car had 
struck the girder earlier—Christmas nightr—causing 
serious injuries to the occupants, and in both cases 
the carnage done to the cars was costly. 
These, and 
others, have happened since the grand jury recom­ 
mended, several years ago. that the dangerous steel 
C' - •cr pieces be eliminated, and It is to be regretted 
that that suggestion has been ignored for so long a 
tune. 
As pointed out by State's Attorney Morgan C. 
Harris, who recognized the danger involved in that 
t; pe of bridge construction, and who, no doubt, had 
much to do with having the recommendation for their 
removal embodied in th grand jury report, the steel 
girders never have been kept painted a color that would 
serve as a warning to approaching motorists. What 
painting was done has been permitted to become 
darkened by train smoke and grime. 
Mr. Harris has expressed the opinion that the 
g. "dent could be removed from the surface of the 
br.dees and supporting beams placed underneath, 
eliminating the hazards. 
Tilt rem oval of the renter pieces, which probably 
« -id entail rebuilding the spans, Lf, It would seem, 
a responsibility of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
C rn par.}* but, inasmuch as the spans make for a 
continuation of city streets, the Mayor and City 
C uncC should take the initiative in bringing to the 
attention of the owners the grave dangers involved. 
Trial the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company will 
cooperate goes without saying, so steps should be 
taken without delay, 
Tile city engineer, who. like the grand jury, recom­ 
mended that the bridges on Washington. Fayette and- 
Cumberland streets be reconstructed ‘ because they 
rn re too antiquated to meet modem traffic require- 
ir» nt\" should receive authorization to confer with 
railroad officials looking to the elimination of Hie 
bridge dividers. 
And once a plan is arrived at no 
more time than is absolutely necessary to remove the 
hazards should be taken.

Greatest Weakness 


America's statistical need of more petroleum sup­ 
plies if it gets tangled up in another war is quite for­ 
midable. 
It is estimated that in another conflict tilts 
c ir.try would need more than 7,000.000 barrels of 
petroleum a day after drastic cuts were made in 
civilian consumption. 
Most of this could be obtained 
in the Western Hemisphere unless enemy submarines 
again decimated transport. 
By spending $2 000.000.000 or $3,000,000,000 now 
iv construction of synthetic plants to extract petroleum 
lr rn coal, natural gas and shale, it is estimated pro- 
lion al the end of two years would be 200.000 
rels daily, and at the end of five years 500,000 
leis daily. 
But 500.000 barrels is only one-tenth 
present demand for petroleum. 
These are proposals that development of a syn­ 
thetic oil industry be given priority similar to that 
accorded synthetic rubber and the atomic bomb 
during the last war. 
Some defense experts go ail out and assert 9.000,- 
039 to 20 000,000 barrels of oil a day would be needed 
should war come In IO years. 
Increased emphasis 
on military aircraft, guided missiles and other me­ 
chanization would create unprecedented demand for 
oh 
Ko nation is stronger than its most pronounced 
Weakness, and a shortage of oil is the greatest con­ 
ceivable weakness that could hit any nation.

It will 
be interesting to see whether the 
Democratic

in recent years four Republican 
Senators have been denied their 
.v at or else so severely censured 
that they resigned. Another Repub­ 
lican was so drastically censured 
that he was Ucfeatecd ut tile follow­ 
ing election. 
None of the above was given much 
consideration by their colleagues— 
not hall as much as Senator Thomas 
has received so far. 
For instance. William 
L o t inter. 
Illinois Republican, was subjected 
to a bitter crossfire of investigation 
over charges th at he bought his 
election to the Senate in 1910. The 
investigation dragged on for nearly 
two years, following which he was 
finally denied his seat. 
Again in 1919, Truman Newberry, 
of Michigan, former GOP Secretary 
of the Navy, was elected to the Sen­ 
ate from Michigan. He took his seat, 
but was so severely censured by his 
colleagues for heavy campaign ex­ 
penditures, that life became too un­ 
comfortable and he resigned. 
Smith, of Illinois and Vare of 
Pennsylvania all suffered somewhat 
simitar inquisitions, both lasing their 
Senate seats. Hiram Bingham of 
Connecticut also faced Senatorial 
wrath when he let a Connecticut 
manufacturers* lobbyist sit in on 
closed-door sessions while his com­ 
mittee drafted a new tariff act. 
Bingham had to sit red-faced on the 
Senate lloor while his colleagues 
passed a stinging resolution of cen­ 
sure.

Much of the argu­ 
ment centers about the Federal 
Reserve Board and System. 
This 
body has, with limitations, the func­ 
tion 
of 
controlling 
quantity 
of 
credit. 
Cliairman 
of Hie 
Board 
until 
some IO days ago was Mr. M a ri­ 
ner S. Eccles. 
He last fall laid 
before a committee of Congress a 
comprehensive program of steps to 
check inflation. 
In it he recom­ 
mended putting a direct limit on 
the quantity of loans a bank could 
make, by requiring them to keep a 
Axed portion of their funds im­ 
mune. 
This encountered 
objection 
by 
home bankers. Most oi them agreed 
th at credit .should be restricted, as 
a means of checking halation. 
But 
many felt th at the restriction should 
be practiced by banks voluntarily, 
and with mutual cooperation, not 
imposed by law or government reg­ 
ulation. Some limitation of credit 
has been put in effect by voluntary 
cooperation. This means of check­ 
ing inflation is being practiced and 
is vitally useful. 


Demoted During Argument 


While thin argum ent was going 
on, President Trum an demoted Mr. 
Eccles from Chairman of the Re­ 
serve Board to Vice Chairman, and 
substituted Mr. Thomas B. McCabe. 
At once arose surmise th at the 
change was related to policy about 
credit. 
Mr. Truman at a press 
conference declined to give rea­ 
sons for tile change. 
From Con­ 
gress, especially Senator Tobey of 
New 
Hampshire, 
came 
demand 
th at the reason for the change be 
made known. 
W ith the merits of all this, the 
present article does not deal.

among others by Herbert Hoover, 
who was then Secretary of Com­ 
merce. 
Mr. Hoover was handicap­ 
ped by being a member of the cab­ 
inet. for the intention of Hie law

Reserve 
Board was that it should not be 
subject to influence from whatever 
Administration might be in power 
President Coolidge resiiected

Hoover

frustrated, 
turned to an able Senator. Irvine 
L. licnroot, of Wisconsin—a voice 
from tho Senate would be respected 
by the Reserve Board.

Lenroot Mr. Hoover gave memoran­ 
da which the latter embodied in 
formal letters he addressed to Hie 
Reserve Board. One of Mr. Hoover's 
memoranda, dated

of credit went on increasing. 
It Is one of the tragic ironies 
of history th at Mr. Hoover, having 
become President when the collapse 
came in 1929. had to bear the con­ 
sequences of wha! he foresaw and 
tried to prevent. 
Amorig contributions to the in­ 
flation of the 1920's and tile en­ 
suing collapse and depression, in­ 
crease in quantity of chedit and 
failure to apply checks in 
time, 
stands out. 


Truman s Civil Rights Message 


Is Clever Piece Of Politics 


— Bv DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 4—Oil the 
surface President Trum an's message 
to Congress on civil rights looks like 
a commendable piece of simple pat­ 
riotism. 
Actually, it Ls a piece of clever 
politics designed to win the votes 
al negroes and other minorities to 
toe Democratic Party in Ute face of 
a historic opposition by southern 
Democrats to the passage of law * 
safeguarding those rights. 
The Republicans are no more sin­ 
cere about it, because they know 
the opposition of the southern Dem­ 
ocrats will kill off any legislation 
and hence there is no harm in 
shouting long and loud for civil 
rights. 
Tile key to all this hypocrisy In 
that each party may want the negro 
vote in the North and the votes of 
other minority groups which are 
discriminated against, but neither 
party has the courage to protect the 
most important civil right in Amer­ 
ica—the right to work. 
H ie Republicans fell down badly 
when the Hartley Bill, which would 
have afforded protection of work­ 
ers against vilolencc on the labor 
front, was turned down by a coali­ 
tion of Republicans and Democrats 
in the Senate. 


Truman Silent On One Point 


Today President Truman does not 
sav a single word denouncing the 
violence seen on the labor front, 
where the worst forms of lynch law 
prevail. When proposals are made 
in Congress to ban “coercion from 
any source” and to put the federal 
government's power behind the citi­ 
zen who wants to work, the Presi­ 
dent refuses to go along. There was, 
however, one exception. He was the 
first to propose that railroad work­ 
ers be drafted when the rail crisis 
occurred in 1946. It was Senator 
Taft, 
Republican, 
who 
prevented 
passage of th at bill. which would 
have taken away civil rights from 
railroad workers. 
Tile right to strike lues been ac­ 
cepted 
as fundamental by both 
political parties, but the country 
has understood this to mean that 
an Individual has the right to quit 
work. Today labor-union dictators. 
by concerted action and control over 
individual workers, say who shall 
or shall not work. 
Indeed, they 
decide who shall have Joie H ie big 
unions insist on the right to chelate 
how many apprentices shall learn 
a trade. They insist also that picket­ 
ing can extend to the point of (.til­ 
ing workers who cross a picket line 
all manner of profane names. 
“Mass picketing’’—the most flag­ 
ran t example of denial of civil 
lights to those workers who want 
to work 
never receives the alight- 
est condemnation from Mr 
T ru­ 
m an or his Democratic lieutenant.'* 


in Congress. To do so would, of 
course, offend the labor-union vote. 
Citizens on the .sidelines cannot 
but be puzzled that a message as 
comprehensive as Mr. Truman in­ 
tended his communication to con­ 
gress on civil rights to be should 
omit all mention of what happens 
on the picket line in labor disputes. 
It Lk well know'n that employers 
have been denied access to their 
own offices and that entrances have 
been blocked so that business can­ 
not be carried on. Thousands of 
photographs of this violence have 
been printed in newspapers and 
magazines in recent years. It is well 
known also that local police are in­ 
fluenced 
by local politicians not 
to do anything to offend the unions. 
H ie principal argument for an 
anti-lynching law is that the states 
or counties or cities in the south 
do not 
enforce 
their own 
laws 
against violence, live same is true 
in labor disputes where other civil 
rights are at stake. 


Federal Government Vs. State* 
The issue is whether the federal 
government or the states shall ex­ 
ercise police power where individual 
or mob violence occurs. If President 
Truman and the northern Demo­ 
crats and Republicans are ready to 
take the police power from the 
states on the ground that the con­ 
stitution guarantees all ciizens their 
civil rights, then it is sheer hypocrisy 
to limit the legislation solely to 
“lynching’’ of one kind without in­ 
cluding the lynch law that occurs 
on the labor front. 
lf the states are so weak that the* 
cannot tx* expected to follow an 
enlightened 
p u b l i c 
opinion 
til 
squelching lynching and assuring 
fair trials to those accused of crime, 
then the problem might well be 
faced 
forthrightly. 
Anti-lynching 
legislation should be broad enough 
to cover not only race disputes but 
all manner of violence in other 
social or economic disputes. 
The southern Democrats may not 
be able by their filibusters to stave 
off the entrance of the federal pow ­ 
er into local police situations, but 
at least they may be able to make 
their brethren of the north, both 
Republicans and Democrats, consci­ 
ous of what this legislation can 
mean once it Is conceded that the 
federal police power can be extend­ 
ed t«» cover local crimes related In 
no wuy to interstate conim ene and 
solely to a denial of civil right. . 
Neither political party dares go 
that far. Hence the civU-rights mes­ 
sage can be relegated to the deposi­ 
tary of forgotten documents brought 
forth to get votes in a political 
year but not pressed because to do 
?o opens up a pandora's box of 
troubles.

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"HERK are two ways of looking 
at Prohibition:

key nor gin. beer nor wine crosses 
their lips. These guzzling liars love 
Prohibition, as they love any Black

T hat Ls Hie way the people of 
this country ought to look at the 
new Prohibition movement, appar­ 
ently now being advocated by de­ 
vious methods by President Truman 
under the stress of sympathy with 
a starving world.

liquors—exactly the amount they, 
the Europeans, require for distilled 
liquor. Why give it to Europeans 
while withholding it from Ameri­ 
cans? ll we are to reduce the pro­ 
duction of distilled 
liquor,, why 
should Hie Europeans tx* permitted 
to produce distilled liquors as they 
please with our grains withheld 
from our people? When the Ameri­ 
can distilleries were closed down, 
neither the Scotch nor the Cana­ 
dian distilleries were closed down. 
They made all 
the liquor they 
wanted to make and they are send­ 
ing it into the United States under 
favorable conditions. 
If we get Prohibition, the Cana­ 
dian and the Scotch distilleries will 


continue to send it into the United 
States, legally, illegally, any wa 
they can. as they did in the good 
old days when Al Caixme was king. 
That is what has to be watched. 
Of course, distillers are not the 
mast popular of b u s I n e s i men. 
Many Americans believe that they 
arc 
manufacturing 
an 
unworthy 
commodity. They would not mind 
seeing the entire industry wiped 
out. They do not care what the 
Europeans or Canadians do so long 
as we do not do it, 


But (hey miss that s l u t l» 
likely to happen I* that a com ­ 
bination of politician* and crim - 
dials will fall upon this nation 
like 
locusts to despoil 
it, to 
wreck its youth, to restore the 
frowzy morals of the flapper 
era, to sell poison, to bring on 
alcoholic blindness, to murder, 
to kill, to destroy. That is what 
the gangs did to this country 
during the Prohibition era. That 
is what they want to do again. 
T hat Is what politicians think 
that they can do to keep them 
in power. And they are using 
European distress and our deep 
sym pathy as a cover-up.
